\ A Wanton Outrage. 

We don’t mean to be hard on the Lous 
ville Commercial—really, we do not. But

Louisville pays taxes to support the mail 
service.

So much is a swindle. 

The villainy of the transaction is only 
equaled by the infamy of the outlawry 
that. affords a specious pretext. It is a 
Kuklux «affuir—the posta! department 
playing the role ot Grand Cyclops. There 
is no excuse for it. No good is wrought by 
it. No one thet ought to be affected is 
reached by it. Innocent people—Repub- 
licens as well as Democrats —busi- 
ness men and professional men 
and private citizens—law-abiding, tax- 
paying people—are the victims. It is a 
fraud, a pretense, a trick, meant to create 
a disturbance and to produce electioneer- 
ing matter. Itis wanton and atrocious, 
and the Postmaster Gencral and all others 
having influence in the postal service de- 
serve the execration of honest men every- 
where. 

We measure our words. We are advised 
as to the tacts. We have, from the first, 
taken a rational, non-partisan view of the 
case.

Court of Appeals, in the important 
suit kaown asthe Kentucky river 
case. lt wil} be remembered that the case 
was brought befote the State court of 
last resort, some time ago, on an appeal 
from @ judgment of the Garrard Circuit 
Court upon an application for a mandamus 
to the County Court directing the. fulfill 
ment of certain engagements with the 
Kentucky River Navigation Company. 
The decision of the Circuit Court grant- 
ing the mandamus was reversed by the 
Court of Appeals; aid the attorneys of the 
company are now moving for a revision 
of the judgment. The court will sit again 
on the 4th of April, and the petition tor a 
rehearing will probably then come up for 
final disposition. 

There are two considerations which ren- 
der this case extremely interesting to every 
citizen of the Commonwealth. These are 
the novelty of the legal questions involved 
in it,and the controlling influence*it is 
likely to have on internal iniprovements 
and commerce within the State. The 
doctrine laid dowg in. the former opinion 
of the court goes the full length of deny- 


ing the constitutional power of counties- 


bordering on a nevigable stream to tax 
themselves for its improvement. This is 
avery advanced position, and for that 
reason alone would attract the attention 
ot students of constitutional law. 
But apart from its merely speculative in- 
terest it possesses a practical importance 
second to that of no legal question ever 
expounded in any court. Every citizen 
is interested in the erection of strong con- 
stitutional barriers which shall protect 
private property trom robbers and plun- 
derers; every citizen's likewise interested 
in, the fullest posmble development of the 
material resources of the State. A sound 
and wise jurisprudence requires that these 
conflicting interests shall be harmonized 
withoug sacrificing either. Barbarism is 
‘nothing but an exaggeration of personal 
rights,as despotism is’ the unlimited su- 
premacy of the state, whether monarchical 
or popular in form. Between the two 
lies the golden mean of civiliza- 
tion and of liberty protected by law. It 
thus requires no elaboration to show that 
the question now mpoted reaches to the 
very foundations of organized society. 
Too much, too careful, and too searching 
thovght cannot be given toit. 

Almost from the foundation of the Gov- 
ernment - the same essential question here 
presented bas exercised in vanous forms 
the best minds and highest tribunals ot 
the country. In primative ages the func- 


tions of government were necessarily few 
and simple. It was not until the interior 


iprees of our modern civilization received 
theis sceiut samarrvclQUS tapamsion ont. 


wards mto every form of industrial and 
secular activity, that the most intricate 


{| and difficult problems concerning the 


proper limitations of governments came 
up for settlement. In the early contests 
between the people and the _ privileged 
elasses, the struggle was over the shar- 
ing OF apportioument- of power, and not 
over its efsential and proper limits in 
whosesoever hands. When the Commons 
or the 7iers-etates had wrested power from 
their kings they exercised it as unsparingly 
as their kings had done; nor has the idea 
of a natural and necessary or inherent 
restraint on governments ever taken root 
in Europe even to this day. The idea is 
the offshoot of self-government, which 
teaches self-restraint and makes the ruler 
conscious at once of his own littleness and 
of the dignity of the governed. It was 


ment came into existence the magnificent 
industrial energies of our times, which 
were then just putting on their full vigor, 
should lay hold of the new government, 
and seek to press it into their service. The 
national Congress thus became the battle- 
ground on which was fought out the first 
long and determined conflict between the 
advocates of a general system of internal 
improvements and the advecates of a 
strict construction of the powers of goy- 
erusnent, The victory was won by the 
latter, owing largely to the peculiar origin 
of the Federal Government and the 
wording of its written Constitution. 
‘The strict constructionists contended 
that the subject of internal 
provements belonged exclusively to the 
States, and gained the day distinctly on 
this issue. It does not seem to havo been 
supposed thatthere were any inherent re- 
stajctions on the power of the States over 
the matter. The opinion appears.to have 
been universal that no such restnction 
existed, and that the powers of the State 
governments in regard to internal improve- 
ments were as large as these of the British, 
Parliament. After the question was re- 
moved from the arena of Federal politics | 
by the victory of the strict construction- 
ists it was naturally taken up by theya- 
rious State Legislatures. The representa- 
tives of the industriaband social idea soon 
had the argument all their own way, and 
encountered no considerable or effective 
opposition before the new tribunal. Ali 
manner of loose and hasty legislation was 
bad in behalf of internal improvements, 
and was, fora longtime, noteven quea- 
tioned, m point of either constitutionality 
or fitness. But the vast growth of our 
railway system, and the springing up of 
many powerful and overshadowing 
monopolies, began; after a _ time 
to produce alarm in_ reflecting and | 
patriotic minds. The courts, as the most | 
conservative element of our government, 
were appealed to fora check against the 
evil. The rightful powers of government 
were subjected to a scrutiny far keener and

Be- 
sides, Judge Coo.zy’s decision, which is 
the leading one on that side, and on which 
the court principally leaned, comes trom 
a State that has a specific constitutional 
restriction in regard to itermmal improve- 
ments; whereas, im Kentucky we have 
none. But apart from that special differ- 
ence, the principles justly appheable to 
the construction of railroads by means of 
municipal taxation and those which gov- 
ern the improvement of a ‘navigable river 


Judge Cootzy- based his decision, and that 
at his court, clearly on the ground that 
“the road, when constructed, was to be ex. 
clusively private property, owned, con- 
trolled and operated by a private corpora- 
tion for the benefit of its own members,” 
and that “the money, when raised, was to 
benefit a private corporation, to add to its 
tunds and improve its proper@” On the 
other hand, he says: “Where the State 
itselt is to receive the benefit of the taxa- 
tion, in the increase of its public fund or 
thetmprorement of its property, there can 
be po-doubt of the public character of the 
purpose.” Chiet Justice Saaw said, in 
the case of Hazen vs. The Essex Company, 
12 Cush., 477, “that the improvement of 
the navigation of a river done tor the 
public use has been too frequently decided 
and acteduporm to require authorities.” 
In Bacon's Abridgement it 1s laid down: 
“It.is universally agreed that the King 
hath the sovereign dominion in all seas and 
great rivers.” Bouvier says: “The soil or 
bed of a navigable iver belongs, not to the 
riparian. proprieto#Pbut tothe public.” It 
1s useless to multiply citations on this 
point. It is an elementary principle of 
law that navigable streams are the absolute 
property of the sovereign. Noris the appli- 
catiemo! the principle affected in the present 
instance by the double or federative char- 
acter of our government. For it has been 
decided many times over, if it needed de- 
ciding at all, that the geggral mght of 
eminent domain is im the individual 
States, and that, even in regard to regulat- 
ing commerce, they have the right to erect 
locks on riversand to collect tolls. True, 
all this doesnot as yet directly show that 
it was right to allew the counties border- 
ing on the Kentucky river to. assess a tax 
on their citizens, to the exclusion of the 
rest_of the State, for the improvement of the 
stream; but it removes the first and prin- 
cipal difficulty in the way ot showing that 
this was right.

The white 
colonists that have come over trom France 
and settled m that country are gradually 
leaving the colony one by one, although 
the soil is fertile an@the climate salubri- 
ous. In spate of the many millions of 
treasure spentin its subjugation and the 
countless French soidiers who perisged 
in the sands of the desert, the Rabyles or 
natives of the country have never yetbeen 
fully conquered, and rise from time to time 
tospread bayoc and devastation over the 
French settlements. Like our Indians 
they delight in murder and pillage, and 
only acomplete annihilation of their race 
would put an end to their raids: These 
raids and sudden incursions, which the 
conformation of the country—a girdle of 
deserts surrounding a fruitful strip of land 
—make it utterly impossible to prevent, 
render the pursuit of agricultural labors 
almost impossible, and will discour- 
age the most hardy pioneers. The 
French government has always been 
compelled to maintain a large milita 
ry force in the country, at an enormous 
expense, and the hot sun of the desert has 
proved to them as deadly as the bullets of 
their dusky foes. The settlements, al- 
ways insecure, could not attain any real 
prosperity, and whenever one of them 
obtained sufficient wealth to attract the 
cupidity of the native warriors, it 
was sure to be the victim of seme mid- 
night attack,in which the fruits of long 
years of labor were destroyed in a tew 
hours. And the European settlers, upon 
whom the natives looked with a deep and 
intense hatred, were lucky if they escaped 
with their lives, and were not massacred, 
or, worse than that, carried into 
slavery. That such a country ceuld 
yield but bttle, it any, revenue, is very evi- 
dent; and so it ulways wasa heavy burden 
ior France, and she would have thrown it 
off a long time ago if she had. not been re- 
strained from thig-act by feelings of pnde. 
And then,sbesides, <he. French people, 

heretofore, .were Jaboring under.the delu- 
sion that Algeria furnished their soldiers
